I r.'gret extremely tluit my 
engagements did not permit me to _acco|)t 
this additional jjroof of your hospitality; 
but my desire to see us much as possihlo 
of the country, aud my oilier engagenieuts 
forced me most reluctantly to Jonlino it. 
I shall, however, have a linal opportunity 
of mingling witli your citizt'us ul the en- 
tertiimneut arningetl for mo at Beacon 
Hill thi^ afternoon, to which I am look- 
ing forward with the greatest pleasure. 
Perhaps, geutlemen, I may bn also per- 
mitted to take advantage of this occnsion 
to expresaitojott thft.s^lisf^O-tion aud en- 
joy inenttliave dbriveti from tuy recent 
progress tbrongh such portions of tho 
Province I luivo bcjn ablo to roach 
withiu the short periol k^ft ut uiy uiapoa- 
al. I am well aware 1 have vijitoil bat a 
Bmall proportion of your domains, and 
that there are important centres of popu- 
lation from which I have been kept aloof. 
More especially have I to regret my ina- 
bility to reach Cariboo, the ohiof theatre 
of your mining industry and tuo homo of 
a com.i-UDity with whose feelings, wisho-^, 
.. and sentimeuta it would have buen vuiy 
ft Ivaatageous for mo to have bococao pir- 
Bonally acauainted. Still by dint of cou- 
sideraDle exertion I have traversed the 
entire coast of British Columbia from its 
aouilioru extremity to Alaska. I havo 
penetrated to the bead of Bute Inlet, I 
havo examined tho Seymour Narrows, and 
the other channels whicli intervene be- 
tween the bend of Bute! Inlet and Viincou- 
ver Islaud. J have looked into tbo mouth 
of Dean's Canal and passed along the en- 
trance of Gardner's (Jliauuel. .1 havo vis- 
ited Mr. Duncan's wonderful settlement at 
Mt-tlakaliah.und the intereMtiug Methodist 
mission at Fort Simpson, and Imve thus 
been enabled to reaiizo what soones of 
primitive jKiaco and inuocence, of idylu: 
beauty, aud materiul comfort can be pru- 
Bented by the btalwart men and comely 
maidens of an luduui community under 
tho ni^o administration of a j«diciounand 
devoled Christiac missionary. I havo 
passed across the intervening Sound of 
Qiiecn Cliarlotte Island to Skidogate, and 
Bluiiied with wonder tho siraugo charac- 
teristics of a Hydah village with its forest 
of heraldic pillars. I havo been present- 
ed with the aiuistur opportunity of a da- 
Boent upon a tribe of our Pagun savages 
in tbe very midst of their druoken orgies 
and barbarous rites, and after various 
otherexplorations I have had the jirivi- 
Jege of vi.siting under very gratifying cir- 
cumstances ihu Itoyal (hty of Sow West- 
minster. Taking from that .spot a new- 
departure, we proceeded up the valley of 
tho Fraier where tho river lias cloven its 
way through tbe granite ridges and luil- 
"warks of the Cascade range, and along a 
roiid of such admirable con-itra<;ti(ni ■■oii- 
sidering the engineering dillicullios of the 
line and the modest resources of tlu! col- 
ony when it was built, as doo.s I he great- 
est credit to the ublo adininistiatLir who 
directed its execution. I'aiising tlu'iK^i; 
into tho open valleys and r(ju]ided eiai 
nences beyond, we hud an op|)ortniiity 
of appreciating the pastoral ro.s()u;-c(.'s and 
agricultural capabilities of wliat is known 
as the buncth grass country. It is need- 
less to say that wheiever Wo went wo 
found tho same kiniluess, tho same loyal- 
ty, tho same honeat pride in their coun- 
try and its iastitutiooB which character- 
ize tho English rnco throughout the 
world, while her INIajcsty's Indian sulj- 
jects on their spirited lun>os, wbic!. 11;, 
.ladies of their families secnied t(i hi'sfride 
with as Ifiuoh ea-o and grace as their Ihik- 
baD4B and brothers, luHwithstuuding the 
embarraasment of one baby on the pou- 
zoel and another on the crupper, met us 
everywhere in largo numbers and testi/i- 
ed in their untutoieil fashion tlicir genu- 
ine loyalty and dtivotion to their \Vhit(! 
Mother. Having journeyed (iaslward (V) 
as far as Kiiniloops and adiiiirod from a 
lofty emiuoncu in its neighborhood what 
seemed an almost iiitcriuinablo prospect 
of grazing lauds and valleys tsusceptibh. 
of cultivation no were forced with much 
reluclauco to turn oiu- faces homewards t ) 
"Victoria. And now tiiat I am buck it m.iy 
perhaps interest you to learn what a-o I he 
nni.irossioDH I havo dcrivcil dining luy 
journey. ^Yoll, I may frankly tell yo'u 
that I think British Oolunibia'u gloriouH 
Provioco — a Province which Caiiiida 
should bo proud to jiossess, imd wliesu 
association with the Uniniuion hIid oiij^'-ht 
to regard as tho crowning trnmi))h ol 
deralion. Such a hiicctuch; as its conhi 
lino presents is not to be jjaralled by miy 
country in tho werld. Day after day for 
a whole week, in a vessel of nearly 2,00t) 
tons, wo tlireadedan interminable .laby- 
rinth of watery lanes and reaches that 
wound endlessly in and out of u network of 
islands, promontories and peniinnlas for 
tboiuanda of inile.i, ni riillled by iho 
slightest BWcU from tho adjoining ocean 
and prehou ting at e\ery turn an (•v('r 
Bliiftiog combination of rock, verdure, 
forest, glaoi- r aud BnoW=tui4^^e'd tnoiiniain 
o' uiirivalleit grandeur and beauty. When 
it is remtmbpv^d th^yWifiWancUcirful.sys-.

to tho largest U„o of bnttle-ship and tho 
frailest caiio'^'. fringes tuo entire seaboard 
of your Provide) and communicates, at 
points Hoiuelime.H moro than a hundrfed.' 
miles from tho uoast, with a multitude of 
valleys Rliecchj„;r eastivard into the in- 
terior, at the Huiuo time it is furnisluid 
with innuiiieraijlo harbors oueithorhand, 
one is lost i'l admiration at the facilities 
for intor-oominnnieatioo which are thus 
provided foi* tlio future inhabitants of 
this wonderful region- It is true at tho 
pr(!sout moment they lie unused except 
by the Indian (irtlionnun and villagoi', but 
the day will Sn,.(dy cume when Hm rapid- 
ly diniinishinj^ stoie^ of pine upon this 
coatinoiit w'ili iio still further ■■\hausted, 
and «'hoii the ijiitious of EurMi^! as well 
as of Amerio'* will undoubtedl j' bs oblig- 
ed to reour to.Britwh Oolumbia for a ma 
teriol of whi'Qh yorl will by that lime bo 
tho principal depository. Alreiuly from 
an adjoining port a hivgo trade is being 
douo in lunihyj. with Great Brit dn, Eu 
ropo, Australia and iSoUth America, and 
I Venture to think that ero louy the ports 
of the United giates will per force bo 
thrown open to yo^i"^ traffior -I had tho 
pleasure of ^^ituc^siug the "overthrow by 
th(j lixe.s of your woodnicn of one of your 
forest giant!^. that towered to the height 
of 250 foet above our iicads, iiml whoso 
rings Vioro ^vifncss that it dated its birth 
from tho roigu of tho Eourtb Edward, 
and where it grow aud for thousands of 
miles aloner ooost beyond it. millions 
of its conteniuoraiies are awaiting the 
same fate. ^ViUl s'^cl^ facilities of access 
as I havu d0S(.[.jli..il, [^, theiieart iiul cou- 
ti'Q of your v,i,.jous forest land:-, where al- 
most every troo ean ho rolled .roin the 
sput upon ^*'hjyii it gruw to the -hip whitdi 
is to transfer it, to its de stination, it would 
bo difheult to (jvor-estimate the opportu 
nities of iiidusstrial developmont thus iu- 
dieated, and tn prove that I am net over- 
j-anguiiUi in Uiv conjeeture-i I will read 
yuu a letter tucuntly received from the 
Hiitish Admifoity by itfr. lanes, the Su- 
perintendent of tbe Dockyard at Esqui 
malt; 

"Erom various cau.scs spars from Cana- 
da, tho forinof main ssonrce »f supply, havo 
not of late yoiirs t'e^u olJtahi.ibio, ..."kI die 
trade iu New Zealand spars for top-iuasts 
has also com piotely died away. Of late 
years tbe solu aourco of supply has been 
tho casiial cargoes of Oregon spnis, im- 
jiortcd froin tune to tiiuo, and from these 
tho wants of Hio service have been met. 
But my Lords feel that this is not a mode 
to be depended upon, more espeoiully for 
the larger si^ed spars." 

Their Ijordsliips then proceod to order 

Inues to j^-niUe arranKeajeiitn for the 
transhipment for tho duckyard.s of Great 
brituin of tlio ypccilied uuinl)or of Doug- 
las pine w'i'icb will by required by the 
Service during the ennuing year,— and 
what EnglaUcl 'does in this direction other 
nations wiU fool themselvos compelled to 
do as well, liut I have leirnt a further 
h'sson; I liaV(j had ojjportunitios of in- 
!-pectiiig soniQ of the spots whero your 
iniiiorai wealtij is stored, and here again 
the ocean s'an,js your friend, tlu? niouths 
of the Coalpits I have visitoil almost open- 
ing into tl)0 hulls of tho vessels which 
are to convey their contents across the 
Ocean. W'boii it is further remeniljered 
that inexhaustible .supplies of iron ore are 
found ID jnxtuposiliou with your coal, no 
ono can bhiiiio you for regarding the 
beautiful iHlaiid on which yon live as 
hasiug been oape^'^Hy favoreel by Provi- 
doDoo in the distribution of its natural 
gifts. But still moro precious minerals 
than either Cq J or iron enhance the value 
oF your poi^.'Sj >^_ionH. As wo hkirtod the 
hanks of the l.^,,i^er Wo were mot at ever}- 
tiiru by ovidoiiecs of its extraordiu u y miji- 
plii.'.s of lish ; bat scarcely le^>s fre(jueiit 
Were the ^igns afforded us of tho golden 
truasnri>s it tQl\a down, nor need any tra- 
vollor think it strange to see the Iniliuu 
lisliorman haming out a salmon on to the 
sands, from Vbeuce tho minor beside him 
is tifliiifj tli(, sparkling oro. But the 
-'■ig.TS C'f niiuiiral wealilj wliidi may lia[)- 
peu to ha\ e Ul traded my iier.snn il att<Mi- 
tion are as iiiMjiing, I niiderslanil, to u hat 
is t'.\hil)ited in {'ariboo, Cassiur utul along 
the valley <if the iStickeon, and most 
grieved uui 1 to think that 1 have not had 
time to testify by my presence amongst 
tlioin to the Sympathy I feel with tho ad- 
ventnrons pr(jj-,2),.ctor and the miner in 
llndr arduous ,.nterpri^<.'s. 1 had also the 
siitisfactiuu o| )iaving j.ointed out to me 
where varioUn lodes of silver only awnit 
greater faciliti,.s of a'.'cc.'-ii to be worked 
with profit an,] advaut ge. But perhaps 
the greatest surprise in ^tor6 for us was 
the discovery^ ,)ii eur exit from tho Pass 
through tiic tj iscade range, of the neble

I'ruviuee I was careful to 
inform everyone who uppioachod uie that 
1 eaiue bore Uy the Qoveruor-Oenorid of 
the Doniinioh, the Kepresentative ot Her 
IMajesty. e'xa^itly in the same way as i had 
pus,~ed through otmn- Pro\inees 'of ll,e 
Dominion, m or<lcr to make aciin.aiiitiiiKie 
with tbo people, their wauts, wishes and 
aspirations, Unditolearo, as much as I 
could ill regartl to the physical features, 
capabilities, uud resources of the Pro- 
vince, tl.iat I had not come on n di|i!(>ni;i. 
ti;: mission, er a inossengor, or cliaiged 
with any an n(i„!)reiiieiii , either from the 
liiiiimial or tr(jm the D.,nimioii (io\ern- 
ni( lit. Tbi« Htatenient I bog now most 
distinctly lo fgneftt. Nor should it bo 
iiiiaginod 'that f have come either to per- 
siiudo or coax ynn into any lino of nctidii

design to force upon you any further 

modillcatioii of those arrangements which 
were arrived at in 1874 between tho Pro- 
>^|n0itil and the Dominion:' Governments 
ilii'derlho auspices of Lord Carnarvon. 
Sliould any busiiioss of this kind' ever" 
have to bu'i erfected, it will have to. 'bo 
doue in the usual eonbtilutionnl manner 
through tie) iSocrotary of State." But 
though 1 have thought it well thus nu- 
mistakablv and effectually to guard 
agaiust my journey to tho Province bQipg 
misinterpreted, there is I admit one_ mis- 
sion with w hich I am charged— a mission 
that is strictly within my luuotious to ful- 
til— natnelv — -the misaiou of testifying l;y 
my preseiRio amougst you and by -my 
patient mid n'spccl ful attention to every- 
thing which may bo said to mo,' that the 
trovernmeiit ami the entire people of Ca- 
nada without dibtiuetiou of party are most 
siiiccndy diisirouaof cultivating with you 
those friendly atid' iiffodltb'Dn|td' relations, 
ii|)Oii the existenco of whicirmnst dopoud 
tho future harmony and solidity of our 
eomnion Uoiiiinion. Gciitleiiien, this 
mission I thiuk you w'iU ndiuit I huvo 
done my best to fulfil. I think you will 
bear- i^qo .witness that I have been inacces- 
sible to no 01)0, that^I havo shown neither 
impatience nor iudifferonce duridg. the 
conversations 1 havo had 'with you, ocid 
that it would have been impossible for 
any one to have exhibited niore anxiety 
thoroughly to understand your views. I 
think it Will ho further admitted that I 
have done this, without, in the slightest 
degree seeking to disturb or embarrass 
the march of your doroostio'^politios. I 
havo treated tho existing Mihiators as it 
becmuo ine to treat the responsible advi- 
sers of the Crown in this locality, and I 
havo shown that deference to their op 
ponents which is always duo to 
Her Majesty's Loyal Opposition. Nay, 
further, I think it must have been 
observed that I bave betrayed no disposi- 
tion either to create or foment "in what 
might bo termed, though most incorrectly, 
the interest of Canada, ally discord or con- 
trariety of interest between tho Mainhind 
and the island. Such a mode of proce- 
dure wouldhavo boon mojt unworthy; for 
no true friend of the Dominion should be

to give universal salisfaction to lho tro- 
vmco as a wholo. A Rottlement of tho 
ponding controversy would indeed bo. 
nio.it lamely concluded if it left eiUier of 
tiie seciions into which your community 
is geograpiiicdlly divided, ucsatistied. Let 
me then ussuro yon on tho part of the Ca- 
nadian Governm<4(it,aad on,tbQipart of tho 
Canadian people at large, thattherSTls no- 
thing they de.'.ii'o more earnestly or more 
fwrvoiitljj' thnn to kiinw and fppl that you 
are one with thorn in heart, thought and 
feeling, ("aiiuda would indeed bo dead to 
the most self-evident cousideratious of 
sclf-iiiteri'st aiul to tho first ;,nBliucts of 
national pride if ,slio did not regard with 
sitisfaction her connection with a Prov- 
ince so richly endowed by Nature, inhab- 
ited by a commuuity so replete with Bri- 
tish loyally aud pluck, while it afforded 
her tbe means of extending hor confines 
and the outlets of her comiucrco to the 
wiile Pacilic and the countries beyond. It 
is true circumstances have arisen to create 
all unfrieudly anil hosiilo feeling in your 
minds ag anstCiUia la. You consider your- 
sidves injured, uii 1 yoac rtaiuly have been 
disapiioiiited. Far be it from mo to balit- 
tie yciiir grievancei, or to speak slighting- 
ly (if your i^oniplaints. Uappily my in- 
depeinleut po^itlon rcliuves me from the 
nec-ssity of eng iging with you in any ir- 
itating discussion iijjou the various points 
which are iucontrovDrsybetween this Col- 
ony and the Dominioa .Government. On 
tho contrary, I am ready to make several 
udniissioiie. I don't suppose that in any 
[lart of ('ana hi will it be ilenied that you 
have been subjected both to anxiety" and 
uncertainty on p.unts wtiich Were of vital 
iiuportuuue to you. From first to last 
since tho idea of a Pacilic Railway Tvaa or- 
igiiialeil, things to use a homely phrase 
have geiie "cent rairy" with it, and with 
e\ervl)ody conuected with it, and you ill 
ciiiaiiion wit li many oilier per.^olls have 
.-lUll'er.al in inaay w'ayn. But though hap- 
pily It is no part of my duty to pro- 
nwiiiice judgment iu these mutters, or to 
approve, or blame, or criticize tbe con- 
diictof anjtone concerned, I think that 1 
can render both Canada and Briti-sh Col- 
ninbia some service by speaking to cer- 
tain matter.s id' fact ivfiich h^vo tnken 
place within my own iniiuedinto cogni;'.- 
anei!, ami by tlujs removing from your 
miuds coitiiu wrong improBiiions in re- 
gard to the matters of fuet, which have 
ui-doubtedly t^kou deep root there. Now 
gpntlomcu in discharging this task, I may 
ulinost call it tliistluty, I am sure niy ob- 
hei vations will be received by those I see 
arouiul me in a candid anj loyul Hpirit, 
and that the heats aud passious which 
bave beta engendered by these unhappy 
differences will not piovo an impediment 
to a calm coDsideratioii of what I am 
about to hiiy, more ospi^ciaily as it will be 
my eiiileavoiir to avoid tvoiinding any hus 
eeiitdiilities, nv forcing uijon your atlcu- 
tion vii.'Ws or opuii nis wliich may bo uu- 
graiefai to vou. Of course I well under- 
stand that the giftvani -n of tho cluirge 
against tlio Canadian Oovernment, iu tnal 
it has 'failed to fuliil it.s treaty eugage- 
uKuits. Those ciigageuienta wore om- 
leidieil in a soleiiiu agreement which 
ratilie i by tho 1 (j,-^peollvo LegiHlaturcs of 
the eontrucliiig parties, who were at the 
time perfectly i luleiieudent of each otlior, 
aud I admit ihoy thus acquired all the 
oharacteriatics of an iutetuacioQal 'I'l-eaty. 
The tsrvM ot that Treaty werd (to omit 
the minor items) that Canada undertook 
to seciiie within I wo year.-i from tho date 
of iiiiinii the siiuultaiieouH commence 
iiKUit at eiib(U' end of a railway ivhicli was 
to Connect the seaboard of British Colum- 
bia with iho railway system ofihe Domin- 
ion, and thatiiuch laiFwuy should bo com 
pl -to4 \vitjiiu teu years from tho ilate of 
union in 1871. Wo arc now in 187(1. Five 
ye.irs h ivo elap-iud, and the work of con- 
s rilet.i'ii e\ en at one end can bo said to 
h ive only just boguu. Uudoubtedly un- 
der tbosj circuniritainoes evfry.oop- .mtfBt 
adww that Can.ida hns failed to' fnlHl hor 
Treaty obligations towards this Province, 
but Unfoilunately i.'aiiadu has boon accus- 
ed not oiiiy of failing to accomplish her 
undoj takings, but of what is a very difVer- 
ent thing, - .a Wilful breach of faith in 
having neglected to do so. AVoll lot us 
consider for a inonu-iit whether this very 
serious assertion is true. What wan the 
state of things when the bargain was 
ma leV At that time everything in C'.,na- 
da was proi-perous: her finances were 
llounshiiig, till! discovery of tho Great 
Xoith West, so to speak, had inllamed her 
imagination, above all things railway ou- 
terprizo in ^lie Upited", .States' 'and gou- 
oiierally on tui'9''bbh'tihent wiis'boing de- 
veloped to an astounding extent. One 
triius-coiitiucutil railway had been suc- 
cessfuUy exoouioJ, and saveral others on 
the mmo giga«t,iO bouIo Jy<ve.,bQjing;ni«_ 
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ed that a railway could be ilinig across 
the Rocky Mountains as readily as across 
a hay fiel^d, and obsjervaliona of those 
who pasaetl froW New York and' Sa'ri 
Francisco-;, did not . suggest nny e.x- 
trftordinajjy obstaolcs to nodortaldngs 
of this-' description. Unfortunately 
ono blemout in the calculation 
was left critire'.y out of account, and that 
was tho ooiniJarutive ignoianc(i which 
prevailed in regard to tho mountaiu 
ranges and the mountaiu passes which 
intarvened between tho Hudson Bay Com- 
pany's posses-iions and our Western coast. 
In the Uiiitoil Stites, for years and years, 
troops of. omigruiita hail jjassed wcst.ward 
to Salt Lako Cit.y, to Sacramento, aud to 
the Golden Gate; every track and trail 
through the mountains was wayworn nnd 
welt klI^^a^:thd]lboia.tiOh of a lino in that 
neighborhood was pre-deterniined by tho 
experience of porsona already well ac- 
quain'tod with the lomdity. But in our 
case the truua continent il jia'-ses were 
spiirso and unfrccpiented, and from an 
engineering |>oijit of view may bo said 
to havo been ahsolutcly unknown. It 
wasiludej'.^b.b'^e.'^jtKQinBfetw that Cana- 
da uuderto^t to oammence her Pacihc 
Railway in two years, and to finish it in 
ten. In doing this she undoubtedly 
pledged herself to tliat which was a phy- 
sical impossibility, hjr tho moment tho 
dnginoers. peered over the Rocky Moun- 
tains . into your Province they saw al 
onOT'lhat bttfdrl^'iitty^qne passage through 
tll'd,d'!ayipus 'range tiefore them could bo 
pronounced tho he-it, an amount of pro- 
liminary surveying would have to be un- 
'dertakon whieJi it would reiiiiire hoveral 
years to ciJinidele. Now there is a legal 
luotto which says uriiiii liuf.'ilii r in/ iiiiiins- 
sible, and I would submit t ) you that un- 
der the oircumstancos I havo mentioiicil, 
however great Iho default of Canada, she 
need not iiem ssarily havi} been guilty of 
any wilful br.-a'.'h of faith. 1 myself am 
quite convinced that when Canada rutilied 
this bargain with you she acted in jierfect 
good faith and fully lielievi'd that she 
would accomplish her promise, if not 
within ten years, at all events withiu such 
a snfiiciently reaHfODabte period as would 
satisfjf your re'ciniremlButs. The mistake 
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her oaloulations, but rbmember, a portion 
of tbo blame for concluding u bargain 
impossible of acconqilislimont cannot be 
confined to ono only of the parties to it. 
The. mountains which have proved our 
stumbling blook were your own inoiin 
tains, and withiif.yoiir own .territory, acd 
however deeply - an impartial observer 
might syiupathi^b with you in tho mis- 
carriage of tho two tiiui! terms of the 
compact, one of which, -namely as to 
the ccmnienceiueiit of the line iu two 
years from 1871— has failed, and tbe other 
of which, ihimely, its completion in ten, 
must fail, it is impossible to forget that 
yourselves aro by no means with-jiut res- 
ponsibility for such a result. It is quite 
true— in what 1 must admit to bo a most 
generous sph-it — you iii!iiii:it"il in various 
ways that you did not desire to hold Can- 
ada too strictly to the let'er of her en- 
gagements as to time. Your e-xpectauuns 
in this respect wore st iiod by your late 
Lieut.- Governor, Mr. Trutch, very fairly 
and explicitly, though a very unfdir u8-3 
has been made of his words, and I have 
no doubt that if uiiforseen circumstances 
had not intervened, you would have ex- 
hibited as much patience as could have 
been expected of you. But a serious cri- 
sis .supervened in the political career 
of Canada, Sir John. Mnolonald resigned 
ofBoe,''ahd Mr. Maokonzio acceded to pow- 
er, and to all the rosiionsibiiiiies incurred 
by Canada in res pi e- 1, to you ami your 
Province. Now it is asserted, and I ima 
gino with truth, that Mr. .Markeiizio and 
his political fricuds had always been op- 
posed to many portions af Canada's bar- 
gain, w;itb British Columbia, It therefore 
came to bo considorod in this Province" 
that the new Oovernment wiis an enemy 
to the Pacilic liaihv.iy. l!nt I lielii:ve 
this to have been and to be a eiunplot j 
misapprehension. I ln-lievo the Pacitie 
Railway has no hettiu- friend iu Canada 
than Mr. Mackenzie, and that ho was only 
opposed to the time terms iu the bargain 
because he believed them impossible of 
accomplishment, and that a CDiiscientious 
endeavor to fiilhl them would unnecessar- 
ily and ruinously increase tho liuauciul 
e.Niienditure of the country, and in both 
the.-?e opinions Mr. Maokeiizio was un- 
doubtedly right. With the e.tperience we 
noJ^J^fjfTf'j'/aniii df.ioarse it is easy to be 
wiMTofter tlio"ovenl, no one would dream 
of saying that tho Iviilw.iy cmild have 
been surveyed, 1 icit-jd, an I built within 
the period iisincil, or that any company 
who might urideriake to build the line 
within that [leriod would not have requir- 
ed double or txobloXho bonus ili it would 
ha\^ jbeenj^tifficie'qtih^ construction been 
arrang^a'"rof'" at h'moVo leisurely rate, but 
su-ely it would b;? ho'li ungein roiis nnd 
unreasonable for Briiisii Coliimliia to en- 
tertain any hostila feeling.) towards Air. 
Mackenzie on this account, nor is ho to 
be bhimod iu my ojiiuiou if on ontering 
ofllce in so uuexpeetod a manner ho tooK 
lin!^;tO) consider lb(| ,.QOQr^e which he 
would piJrsiio in regard to' his mo le of 
dealing with a (jin-.-it ion of such enormous 
importance. .Ilis iii'si;ii,n w.is iindoiiht- 
edly a very ombarrii.ssiiig one, his (inv- 
ornuieiit had inlurjt-'d ri siHin.--iliilities 
wdiich he knew, ar.d whicli tiie eiuiiiliy 
had causo.to know, could not bo discha g- 
ed. Already 'iJritlsh-pqiluinbla had begun 
to cry out for tho fulfilment of tho b u- 
gain, and that at the very time that Cana- 
da had come to tlu; coiicliisii)ii til, it the 
relaxation of some of it.s (-oiuhtion ■. was 
necessary. Out of siieli a condition of 
affairs it was nlniost, inipiissiblo but that 
there should ari-e iu tho firtit i)'ace delay, 
for all changes ol Government nooessarily 
check the pi ogress of public biifiiness,- 
aiid in the next friction, eont:ovcrsy, col- 
lision, between the Province and the Do 
minion. Happily it is not neecs ary that 
I should foiiow the course of that qii iirel 
or discu-s the various pi ints wliic-n were 
theijjooniestt'd- You cannot expect mo to 
meM ttiiy'bdinlsifoDB "in' ^e^ec t t o the 
courMe'niy Ministers may hiive thonglit it 
right to pur.^ue, nor would it be (gracious 
upon my part to criticize the action of 
your Province during tlii.'ip.iinful period, 
Out'of the altercation whicli then I'lmied 
thero-issued under tbe auspices of Lord 
Carnajj-von ia Bettloniont; and when an 
agreement has besQ-aj'riv.d at,ths soooer 
the incidents con hooted with the conflict 
which preceded it are forgotten, the bet- 
ter. Hero then wo have arrived at a luiwer.i ; 
the former laches of C^anada, if any such 
thep. had been, are eondoned,and the two 
timeot^rinB. of the Treaty are relaxed on 
the one part, while pn tho olhor corlaiu 
spooifie obligatiohd' Were suporndde 1 to 
tlie main article in the original bargain : 
that is lo cay — again omitting minor items 
—tho Province agreed to the Paeilio K lil- 
wav hoing completed in 10 year* from 
1874iiand to its being begUn t'aa'Saon. as 
'd^i^- tbo surveys ahal) have been obmploteij/'

instead of at a fixed date, while the Do- 
minion Government un.lertoolc to con- 
struct at once u Railway from E^Uuinmlt 
''to.Nanaimo,to hurry forward the eiirvoys 
■•with the utmost jiossibla dispatch, and ii» 
soon as con.itniction should have 1). gun 
tOHpeiid two millions a year in tho prose- 
cution of the work. I find that in this 
part of the world these arrangements have 
come to bo known as the 'Carharson 
Tonus." It is a very .convenient de^igua- 
tioH, and I ami|tlit^idontent to adopt it pn 
one condition, namely, that Lord Cnvnar- 
voh is not to bo sadilled with any of the 
original responsibility with ri gurd to any 
of these terms but one. The main body 
of the tonus are Mr'. IMaekinizie's ; that is- 
to say, Mr. Maukonzio proffered tho Nu<-v 
nainio oud Esquimjilt railway, the to'.c- 
gmph line, the wiig^onroiid'and tbo aujiu,-, 
al expenditaro. All iha't'Loitl Ciirnnirv6n 
did was to suggest that tho ]irop<Hcd ex- 
penditure should bo lw(j millions instead 
of lYj millions, and that a time limit 
should be added. But, as you are well 
aware, this last condilioii was necessarily 
implied iu tho preceding on6 relating to 
tho annual expenditure, for ohce'bbininit- 
tod to that expenditure Canddii virould in 
self defence be obliged to Inisteu the com- 
pletion, of the; lino in order to i-oiider re- 
Iiroductivo tho capital she .siinkas i| iiiekly 
us iJOHSible. It is therefore but just to 
Lord Carnarvon that he should be relieved 
from tho responsibility of having been in 
any way. the inventor of what are kuowu 
as the "Carnarvon ToVcfa's." LoWl C ir- 
nan-on merely did what every arbitrator 
would do under the circumst uicom ; he 
found tho jiarties already agreed in re- 
spect to the priiiei),i,il items of thoburgaiu 
a:id was conseqiienily i-idievcd from pro- 
noiiiuuiig on ilieir intrinsic merits, and 
proceeded at on"e to suggest to ( 'aiiaila 
tlie furthereonci .-rioii which would li" ne- 
cessary to bring her into liiial acciinl wiih 
heroppoueut. In [mismnceof this agree- 
ment the Canadian (.iovcrnment org,uiiz-'d 
a series jf surveying ji ir ies u[)on a must 
extensive and costly .scale. In fact.diir 
iiig tho last two y. ars two miilious of mo- 
ney alone have been expended upon tho e 
operations. The Chief Engineer himself 
has told me that Mr. Mackenzie bad given 
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was he to have the route determined with- 
out delay; and that the mounlains wore 
already as full of as many theodolites aud 
surveyors as they could bold. l am aware 
— indeed as much has b,:eii liintial to me 
since I came bore, that these surveys wuie 
merely multiplied in order to furnish an 
excuse for farther delays. Well, that Is 
rather a hard eayiug. But upon this 
point I can speak from my own jiersoual 
knowledge, and I am sure that what 1 say 
on this head will be accepted as tao abso- 
lute truth. During tbo whole of tne pe 
riod under review I was in e instant ;> r- 
aonal communication with Mr. Fleming, 
was kept aeciiiaioted by that gea'tleman 
with everything that was hoin.g done. I 
knew the position of every surveying 
party in the area under examination. Now 
Mr, Fleming is a gentleman in whose iier- 
Konal integrity, and in whoi(> professional 
ability every one 1 address has the luo-t 
perfect coniidenod. Mr, Fleming, of 
course, was the responsible englneet who 
planned those surveys and determined tho 
lines along which they were to be earned, 
and over and overa.gaiii Mr. Fleming has 
exphiiiied to mo how unexpected wi!:e the 
dilliculties he had to encoi;iifer,how re|)i a' - 
odiy after following hopefully a (jarticular 
route his engineers fouud tlicmsjlvus stop- 
ped by an impassable wall of mountain 
which blocked the way, and how trail af- 
ter trail had to bo examine,! and abandon- 
ed before he had hit on anything liko a 
piajticablo route. Even now, after a'l 
that has been done, a glance at tho inai) 
will show you how devious and erra'iu is 
the lino which appears to afford tho only 
tolerable exit from tho labyrinthine ranges 
of the Cascade-'. Notwithstanding, there- 
fore, whatever may Inive l)i>;-n hniit-'d 
abro id iu the sense to which 1 havo aliiid 
ed, I am sure it will be almitted, nay, I 
know it is admitted, that so far as the 
prosecution of the surveys is oo.ilcecned, 
Canada has used due diligence, yes, more 
than due diligence in Uer dt-siro to comply 
with that section of tho "Carnarvon 
Terms" relating lo this partimilar. You 
must romcmbor that it is a matter of the 
greatest moment, ail'ecting the success id' 
the eulire scheme, and calculated iieinia- 
ueiitly to affect the future de,-tiiiy of the 
people of Canada, that a right decision 
should be arrived at in regHrd to .the loca- 
tion of tho western portion of tho line, 
aud a Jliiiister would hi? a traitor to a 
most sacred trust if he allowed hinis If to 
be teas;-d, intimidated or cajoled into any 
prccipit-ite decision on such a nionientoiir; 
[loiut until every possible ''01110 had bi imi 
duly oxamiaed. When I lolt Ottawa tlie 
engineer* seemed disposed to report tba', 
our viltimato choice would lie between two 
routes, both starting from Fort Geor.'(>, 
uainely, that which le.i ls to the bead of 
Dean's Canal, and that which tm'iniiiates 
iu Bute Inlet. Of these two tho line to 
D. an'b Caaal was the slioitost by some ill 
miles, aud was considerably ttio cheaper 
by rouson of its easier grdicles. ' The utti- 
niato exit of this chaunol to the" sea was 
also more direct than the t artuOlis'pnyiga- 
tioa out of Mut s Inlet; but Mr. Macken- 
zie added — though you must not tike 
what I am uov/ going to s.iy as a di finite 
conclusion on his part, or an aiitlioi iia- 
tive commuuication upon mine— tli it pro- 
vided tho diff^reoe^ iil'axptfD*9 Was nor.ao 
great as tn forbid it, bo would dosiro to 
adopt what iniglit be the less alvanta je- 
oiis lou'e from the Doiiiinioii jmiiit ol' 
view in order to follow liial line u liieli 
would most aptly meet tho requir monts 
of the Proviuce. ' Without pr^inouiii iiii.; 
an oiiinion on tho merits of either of the 
fputes, which it is no part of my^b|awiecs 
to do, I may venture to siiy "tnat 'ih tbis 
principle I think ]\Ir. ^Mackenzie is light, 
and that it would be wise and g Micron ■. of 
Canada to consult tho local interests of 
liritish Columbiii by lu'ingiiig tlie line 
and its terminus within reach of exisiing 
settlement, if it can be done. wit hjjy t , auy 
any undue'^iWori^coVj^^ P^'^^^'' .nibney. 
From a rnceiit articlo in tho Ulohi; it woul 1 
seem as tiioiigh the liiite Tiilet li'no Imd 
liiially found fai,oi witli the ( iiiveriimeii I , 
though 1 myself havo no mfoi inatioii 00 
tlie point, and 1 am liapjiy to see from the

Pacitie Coast. I only wish that Wad- 
dington Harbour, at the head of the Inlet 
wa-i a butter port. I confess to having 
but a very poor opinion of it, and certain* 
l.y the acqu lintiince I have made with 
Seymour Narrows and tho intervening 
channels w hich will bave to bo bridged 
or ferried, did not seem to mo to be "very 
favorable to either operation. Well.lhon, 
we now Come to the Esiiuimalt and Nan- 
aimo Baihv.iy. I am well aware of the 
oxtraordiiiary iniportanco you attach to 
this work, and of course I am perfectly 
r ady to admit that its imracdiato oxeou- 
lion was promised to you in tho most de- 
finite and absolute manner uuder Lord 
Cirnurvuu'u arbitration, - I am uol, there- 
fore, hurprieod.at tho irritation aod|.AXoit- 
eijiQntoi-oa'siohdddD^flii^cit^btjtli^ 
fuTfllmeht 6f tliis {(em in"'the n^rSbaobt— 
nay, T will go further, I think it extreme- 
ly natural '.bat the miscarriage of this 
p.u t of the bargain should have been pro- 
vocative <d v.uy strenuous language and 
deeply embittered feelings, nor am I sur- 
prised that as is^lmost certain to follow 
on such ocea8ipja<i^,jr,pu, , Bhfliji)^ in your 
vexatiou put a very inj'uriouB construction 
oil the couduot of those who had iinder- 
takeu to reaiiz9 your hopes; but still I 
know that I am addressing high-minded 
anil reason ihlo men, and moreover that 
you are iierfe-ctly convinced that I would 
sooner cut my right hand oft' than ntter a 
single word that I do not know t^ibe an 
absolutotir'utb. Two years" 'hiive'" passed 
since the Caiiadiau Government uuder- 
t' o!; to eoiiiiiieiiee the construction of tho 
Jisquinialt ami Nanaimo Railway, and tho 
Naiiaimo and Ijsqiiimalt Railway is not 
e\ en eoiniuenced, and what is more thero 
do' suot at.present seem a prospect of its 
beiug commenced. What then ., is. tbe 
history of tbe case, aud who is answerable 
lor your disaiijjointment? I know you 
eonsider .Mr. Mackenzie. lam not here 
10 defend ]\Ir. Mackenzie, his policy, his 
proceedings, or his utterances. I hope 
this will be elearly uniloistood. In any- 
Ihiug 1 have hitherto said I ha.-o done L 
uot|iing, of this sort, nor do I intend to^^^ 
do BQ. I have merely stated to you cer- 
tain matters with which 1, thought it, well 
foi ^ ou to be ucqudinted,becau'8e.they have 
bi on misapiireheiided, and what' I now 
tell yiut are also matters of fact, within my 
own cognizance, and which have no rela- 
tion to iMr. Mackenzie as tho head of a 
political party, aud I tell thoui to you not 
only in your own interest, but iu the in- 
t, rest of public^m^rality and Englishhon- 
our. Ill accpr(fano8 with ''his. engage- 
ments to you'i'ti i"61aiion to the" Ndhaimo 
and Esitnimalt R.iilway i\Ir. Mackeuziein- 
trcdiiei-il as soon as it was possible a bill 
imo the C.iiiaiiian Houso of Commons, the 
clauses of whicli were admitledj-J^y^OUC 
Uepre-erdatives iu Pa rliament^fuljyjjo dis- 
charge his obligations . t()..^onr«Bl'v;es and 
to Lord Caruarvou ^ii ra8pef5t^iio"'tiiat un- 
dertaking aud carried it thr'otigh the' Low- . . 
er House by a largu majority. I havo rea- 
Sim to think that many of bis supporters 
voli-.l fer the Bill witu very great misgiv- 
in;;s lioLh as to the jiolicy of tho measure, 
and the intrinsic merits of tho Railway, 
but their leader had pledged himself to 
oxereise his Parliamentary influence to 
pass it, and they very properly carried it 
through for him. It went up to the Se- 
nate and it was thrown out by that body 
by a majority of two. Well, I havo learnt 
wit 1 regret tliat there is a very widespread 
conviction in this community that Mr. 
^lackeuzie had snr.eptitiously procured 
tue defeat of bis own-meastiro in-tho' Up- 
per House. Had Mr. Mackenzie dealt so 
t re^'eherou'-ly by Lord Carnarvon, by tho 
Represent itive of his Sovereign ill this 
country, i,r by you, ho would have been 
guilty of a most atrocious act, of which I 
trust no ]ml)lii^ man in Canada or - in any 
other Briii-b Colony could be capable. I 
tell you in tho most emphatic .terms,' and 
I ple.lge my own honor on tbe point 
tha* Mr. 31.icke:izit! w>is not guilty of any 
mch bas;i and deceitful conduct — had I 
thought him guilty .if it either ho would 
have ceased to have been Prime Minister 
or I should liavo'left the country. But 
tho very contrary was the fact. While 
these events were passing I was in cou- 
st uit personal communication with Mr. 
Muekeiizie. I naturally watched the pro- 
gies-i of the Bill with the greatest anxie- 
ty, becau.se I was aw are of the eagerness 
widi which tho act was desired in l^ioto- 
ria, aud because I had long felt" thd'deep- 
pst synii) ithy with you in the succession 
of dis i])poiiHuieiits to which, by iheforco 
of I'ii ciimstaiiceH, you had been exposed. 
Whin the Bill jiassid the HoUoO of Com- 
mons by a huge niiijoiity with tho afsont 
oi' tliQ leader of the opposition, in com- 
mon with everyone elte, I concluded it 
.vas safe, aud the adverse vote of the 
Senate took me as much by surprise as it 
did yo I and the rest of the world. I sawv^ 
.■\l r. ^1 ickeiizio the next day aud I hava ^ 
s-.d 'oni seiui a man niuro annoyed or dis- 
c ui 'crled than he was; indeed ho was 
driven at that interview to protest with 
more warmth than ho has ever utied 
against the deiri.sioii of the English Gov- 
ernuH^ut, which had refused on the opin- 
ion, of the law ollicers of the Crown to 
allow him to add t 1 the members of tho 
'.-^■■nale. wle n ^ -on after hi-i accession to 
oiiicc, I'riiico IMwiird Island had entered 
Confederation. ' Had ho been permit- 
ted," he said to me, "to have exercised 
his rights in that respect, this would not 
have hajinened. but bow can these rais- 
ciiaiici s b ■ ))i (.'\ e;,tcil ill a body, the ma- 
joiiiyid wh.eli, having be-en nominated 
by my polit I' ll opp jueiit is naturally 
lio.-lih'to nie.''

In the House of Commons ho 
has a bettor chanoo of maintaining party 
disciidine, for the constituencies an; very 
apt to resent any iiisubordiinition on tho 
pall of tlieir nieiabers towards tho leader 
of their clioiee. lint a Senator is equally 
iii lopendeiil id' tliotyrowu, the Minister, 
or the |ieopIe, aud as in the HpnSO Of 
Lords al home, so in the Second Chamber 
in Can ida, gontlemeii will run from time 
to time on the Wrong side of the po.st. 
lint it h is been obaervod — granting that 
the Iv.-o miMiihiM's iu question did not 
vole as they did at I\Ir.

But we woald accept 
at tlio han.ls of Canada compens-jtion 
for delays in the shape of a work of aok- 
nowledgod utilit.v, One that would 
comnioiiil ii.self to the good sense"' 
and mature thought of tho people 
of the Island and Mainland alike, 
and we contend if such a work can bo 
pointed out, that it is the duty of every 
tdtizon to look into and weigh carefuH.V 
the pros and oods in its.conoGotion:. Such 
a work is to bo found in the building of a 
rn'lu-ay flora Yalf! to Savona's Ferry, or 
Yalo to Sponce's Bridge, thencn via Js'icola'-. 
Valley to Kamloojis. Wo say, give ua by 
way of compensation such a work as this, 
and wo have common ground for a stand- 
Ijoiot. Remember that wo wish to deal 
with tbisquestion entirely on its own merit. 
We do not wish it lianip"red with the ques- 
tion of route at nil. While this work is 
being done the .surveys may prneced and 
tlm best lino for nii purposes bo selected, 
whether it bo Dean's, Gardiiu r's, Bnto or 
Biirrard. It intiy however be argiieil that 
the cost of this work may exceed very 
much the amount that maybe awarded ns 
for coinoensation and might l)o ob- 
jected to by Can ida on that ao •oiint. This 
is possible. But as it is not now possible 
to estimate the amount which will bo duo 
ns as compensation for delays to come, 
.lUow the question of compensation to 
rest until either the railway is completed 
or abandoned. Tn the meantime let the 
building of tho Yale-Savona road pro- 
gress. Our farmers will then feel that 
there is a fntnre iiiid will pi-pparo to su]) 
ply tho domi-nd thus ei-eatnd and will look 
favorably on the construction of the Is- 
lund Foetion, for it will offer them a mar- 
ket-— not a monopoly — but an opportunity 
of competing with the Hound for supplies. 
1 might extend this letter beyond permis- 
sible limits by fhowing how the Island 
would Iro benefitted by Ihe stimulation of 
industries in tho interior; how she would 
do away with the (jlijeetion now ofTeretl 
to Ihe jirogresK of her favorite enterpiiso, 
but will leave it for a fntnro letter. Be- 
fore closing, however T would say the 
Mainland must have some interest in 
cnmmoD with tho Island, some opportu- 
iiiry of opening np-a market, or fho will 
never cease to offer objections to the com- 
meneement of a hii-ge public work in 
whieh. she can hive no jio-sibie interest — 
a work which can only help to build up 
Pngot Sound, Oregon and California and 
a work of doubtful permanent utility.
